San Francisco, April 18 (noon)—The city hall, costing 


$7,000,000, is in ruins, and the damage extends throughout 
the entire city. 
The worst is south of Market street. The Lick House 


is badly damaged but no lives were lost. The Palace and 
St. Francis hotels withstood the shock which lasted three 
minutes, but the insides are badly damaged. 


The fire is creeping along the south side of Market 


street within three blocks of the Palace hotel, and buildings 
are being dynamited to arrest the progress of the flames. 


All business is suspended and it is feared the lo»s of life 


will be great. 


It is reported a thousand are killed and the terror and 


excitement are indescribable. T The Call and Examiner 
newspaper buildings were destroyed with awful loss of life. 


Three miles of track of the Southern Pacific railway 


near Benica, thirty miles from here, on the line to Sacra- 
mento, sunk four feet by the earthquake. Passengers are 
detoured to Vallejo and brought here by boat.

The operators do not, 
however, refuse point blank to accept 
Mr. Mitchell's latest plan. They assert 
that all the differences between tin 
miners and their employers have been 
decides! by the strike commission, an;l 
that there is no 'reason why another 
attempt should be made to arbitrate 
them. Describing'the previous stei>s 
of the two sides and commenting ou 
the plans suggested by the miners, the 
operators aver that the miners have 
ejected all the propositions and tha'. 
hey have nothing further to offer. 


"The fundamental principles regard

Among the 
recommendations is the draft of a bP.i 
which congress is urged to enact into 
a law with such amendments as it; 

The president 
urges the enactment of the proposed 
measure. 


The bill recommended was draftee! 


by amending the measure introduce! 
in congress by Representative Butler 
Ames (Mass.). It provides for the 
tablishmcnt of an insurance bureau iu 
the department of commerce and labor 
and for the appointment of a commis 
sioner who shall have no official con 
nection with any insurance company 
or who shall not be interested in the 
business of any company except as a 
policy-holder. The commissioner *s 
required at least once in three years 
to examine all companies doing busi- 
ness in the District of Columbia. If, 
upon the examination, the commission- 
er is of the opinion that any .domestic 
insurance company is insolvent or has 
exceeded its powers, or is in any man- 


i ner transacting business contrary to
